Since LBJ had claimed he 
was “too busy” to see India’s 
Prime Minister Shastri and 
Pakistan’s President Ayub 
Khan, the State Department 
argued that he must also can- 
eel Park’s visit. 

But the President made it 
clear he wasn’t too busy to 
see a friend like Park. 

Though Park has been pic- 
tured in this country as a 
military dictator, the truth is 
that he was elected by the 
people of South Korea in a 
dramatically close election, in 
October, 1963. 

An overwhelming 91 per 
cent of the 12,985,015 eligible 
voters turned out at the ' 
polls. Park lost the city vote 
in Seoul by a three-to-one 
margin. But the peasants, 
came through in the country-, 
side to give him a narrow 
156,126-vote victory. ’. 
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
